RUMOR DENIED 


White 
Declares June 15 Amts. 
in Full Expected 


WASHINGTON, May 30. — The 
White House today emphatically 
denied a revival of reports that 


President Roosevelt was negotiating 
for partial payment of the 
debts. 

As has been asserted repeatedly, 
it was emphasized in sources close 
to President Roosevelt that he is 
dealing with European debtors in- 
dividually and separately. Accord- 
ing to all the outward signs, he is 
insisting on payment of the June 15 
installments. 


NEW DEBT COURSE 

Some newspaper despatches pub- 
lished today and purporting to tell 
of a new course being taken by Mr. 
Roosevelt prompted the following 
statement from Stephen T. Early, 
secretary to the chief executive: 

“Press reports stating the presi- 
dent will use treaty power to ad- 
just the debts or would permit 
partial payment on the principal 
or the amount in default are pure 
speculations with doubt as to the 
word ‘pure.’ 

“The president at this time has 
no such intention and probably 
never will pursue such a course.”

Payment of the government's 
debt to private citizens, inciuding 
liberiy and all other government 
bonds, in any legal money. 

A vote of 283 to 57 sent the bill 
to the senate where the banking 
committee had approved it. There 

democratic leaders expect early fav- 
orable action to clear the way for 
a large financial operation the 
treasury is going to undertake 
shortly 

The administration wants the 
gold clause eliminated from all 
future and existing contracts to 
put those it proposes to issue on 
an equality with those outstand- 
ing by making them payable in 
legal tender. 

The resolution met a hail of Re- 
publican criticism on the argument 
that it constituted “repudiation” of 
$100,000,000,000 in government and 
private contracts. The Republicans 
also contended it was tantamount 
to reducing the foreign debt by al- 
lowing the debtor countries to pay 
in currency instead of in gold. 
| On final passage, 250 Democrats 
were joined by 28 Republicans and 
five Farmer Laborites in voting for 
the measure.

OFF THE WALKS, PLEASE 

Riding a bicycle on the sidewalks is an offence 
against a bylaw of the city. Unfortunately it is 
just now getting to be also a somewhat common 
practice, as it does periodically Only an occa- 
sional cheek-uf by the police serves to curb the 
habit. It is evidently time to administer another 
of these general reminders. 

A good deal of sympathy can be felt for the 
city boy with a bicycle. There is no place where 
he can ride in safety. On the paved streets he has 
to dodge motor cars. The unpaved streets are too 
rough for comfortable wheeling. The temptation to 
scoot along a sidewalk where no one is in sight 
is very real. 

But the practice is dangerous and cannot be 
tolerated. The sidewalks are built for people on 
foot. They have the right of way, and are entitled 
to use the walks without interference. They are 
forbidden to walk on the roadways. The same law 
that keeps them to the sidewalks must keep the 
bicyclist off the walks. 


DOLLARS OR NOTHING 

Hereafter the United States dollar is to be a 
dollar, just that and nothing more; a slip of printed 
paper with which goods can be bought and sold and 
wages paid.

Commer- 
cial disarmament may be at hand, but the signs 
are not impressive that they have yet sufficiently 
pondered one gem of wisdom that has come down 
from the ancients: 

“There that seattereth, and yet increaseth; 
and there is that withholdeth more than is meet, 
but it tendeth to poverty.” 

The nations have been with-holding their trade 
from each other, and universal poverty is the re- 
sult. It can only be hoped they have recognized the 
play of cause and effect. Whether they have, we 
shall know when the conference ends in London.

MOUNTED POLICE DIAMOND 
JUBILEE 

On this date, in 1873, the house 
of commons passed a bill, at the 
instance of Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald, authorizing the creation of a 
mounted police for the North- 
West Territories. This was not 
the first police force in the West. 
The Manitoba Mounted police had 
been organized after the suppres- 
sion of the Red River rebellion in 
1870 and was commanded by Capt. 
Villiers. That force was officially 
described as “A military body to 
erve in the province whose name 
it bears and throughout the North- 
West Territory east of the Rocky 
Mountains. Its duties are gener- 
ally to keep peace throughout 
that vast country; to protect the 
Indian against the dishonesty of 
the white man, the white man 
against the treachery of the In- 
dian; to prevent the smuggling of 
liquor over the frontier; and, in 
case of any outbreak or incipient 
war, to disarm and disperse the

The Passing Show

Pearl S. Buck, author of “The Good Earth” and 
a sequel novel, both dealing with life in China 
where she was a missionary, and of such high 
literary merit as to win for her the Pulitzer prize 
for the best novel of the year, has had to join the 
company of those she lescribed in a recent article 
in the “Christian Century” when she said: 


Almost every missionary who has achieved 
distinction in appreciation and understanding 
of a culture which he was sent to Christianize, 
and who has expressed that appreciation and 
understanding. has been forced to leave mis- 
sionary ranks. 

The heresy charges which the distinguished 
author had laid against her by a clerical member 
of the Missionary Board of the American Pres- 
byterian church included the espousal of “a creed- 
less faith” and the attractive treatment of sex in 
her novels. To anyone brought up on the West- 
minster Confession and the Shorter Cathechism, 
the idea of a religion incapable of being confined 
within the limits of a creed, must seem as repre- 
hensible and heretical as the attractive treatment 
of sex 


Lorna Moon, the novelist, reared in a Scottish 
sabbatical atmosphere before becoming a leading 
scenarist at sinful Hollywood (she was a sister of 
Eva L. Bruce of Evansburg, Alberta, who is rap- 
idly coming to the front as a writer of Canadian 
short stories) lifted the veil on Scottish Presby- 
terian concepts of sex in her brilliant novel “Dark 
Star.” It concerns the life of an illigitimately con- 
ceived girl in Scotland.

Comes a 
time when she becomes aware of the sex urge and 
the whisperings of fearful mothers. She seeks her 
friend and mentor, a crippled librarian, for advice 
on the troubled subject. Says Nancy: 


“What is meant by ‘for I was shapen in 
wickedness, and in sin hath my mother con- 
ceived me.’ I mean,” she stammered, “is it 
always a sin to be ashamed of?” 

He smiled drolly, as he did when she ques- 
tioned him about the Scriptures. 

“It means that the church 
depressing view of the act of procreation.”

Mothers often stuff children with starches and 
sugars with the idea that these foods are needed 
to make a child grow; that is a mistaken belier. 
None of the necessary cells in the body are built 
up or developed from starches or sugars. Nature 
has not provided any method for building a healthy 
cell out of pure starch or sugar. When you read 
a book on psysiology, you may find that these foods 
are classed as “energy foods.” The statement is 
partly correct in that starches and sugars may be 
used by the body to provide energy, but it is mis- 
leading in that it implies that by eating more of 
these foods one will have more energy, a belief that 
is very far from being true. 

Suppose, for example, a man eats a very hearty 
meal consisting principally of starch and sugar. In 
a short time he becomes sleepy and logy. Where 
then is his energy’? A short time later he may have 
some gas pains and indigestion; he feels less like 
working than ever, Obviously the large meal he 
has eaten is not providing him with energy. The 
energy in these foods seems to be expended in 
creating a disturbance inside him. 


Another example. Suppose a man eats an extra 
large banquet consisting principally of starches and 
sugars. Gas forms and presses against his diseased 
heart. In a short time the man falls over in a 
heart attack. Talk to him and he doés not answer 
you. Ina short time he grows cold and does not 
move. The starchy foods and sugars are still inside 
him, but his energy has in some mysterious way 
departed. 

Suppose a child is sickly and weak. The mothe: 
makes the mistake of feeding it with large amounts 
of the so-called energy foods, and the child's system 
becomes overburdened with excess carbohydrate 
foods, making it a ready prey to such disorders as 
colds, catarrh, hay fever, swollen tonsils and 
adenoids. 

It has been my observation that those who ate 
the largest amounts of “energy” foods were sluggish 
in disposition and readily tired, while those who ate 
lesser amounts of starches and sugars and more 
of the non-starchy vegetables and the protein foods, 
had more energy and ambition, other things being 
equal. 

Part of the mistake seems to have originated 
with the idea that food burns in the body like wood, 
oil or coal do in stoves, This is partly true, but 
the mistake arises from the fact that the average 
person eats from three to four times as much starch 
or sugar as he can efficiently, oxidize in his body, 
and there is no effective way of storing the re- 
mainder. A limited amount is stored in the liver 
as glycogen, and some is stored in the muscles. The 
blood becomes saturated with sugar, making it less 
efficient in carrying other food materials and in 
carrying off toxins. In some people a portion of the 
excess amount of carbohydrates becomes converted 
into fat and is stored in the body in adipose tissue. 


The imporiant point that I wish to make in this 
article is that the energy at your disposal is depend- 
ant upon physical function. Energy comes because 
you use the body, because you need the energy 
and it is not an inherent property of any particular 
food. More energy comes to you from the use of 
your muscles, brain and other functions. Weakness 


comes from disuse.

their country and will continue 
their invasion of China, in the opin- 


fon of E. R. Hughes, of Shanghai, 
trustee of the Boxer indemnity fund | 
and a member of the British Uni- 
versities China committee, who is 
in the city and is staying at the 
Macdonald hotel. He is accompan- 
ied by Mrs. Hughes and is now on 
his way back to China after a holi- 
day in Britain 

Mr. Hughes has been a resident 
of the Orient for 22 years, where 
he first went as a missionary and 
he gave the Canadian club the bene- 
fit of his wide knowledge and cx- 
perience when he addressed a 
lunchon meeting of the club on 
‘Tuesday. 

“Japan cannot be trusted. China | 
should keep on fighting,” declared |

Provincial Veterinarian 


Gives Information, Com- 
batting Noxious Growth 


Serious losses of livestock in this 


province, resulting from eating a 


poisonous weed known as water 
hemlock, have prompted Dr. Percy 
Talbot, provincial veterinarian, to 


warn owners of stock to waten for, 


the weed's appearance and destroy 
it as quickly as possible. 

Water hemlock, explained Dr 
Talbot, is a tall, erect, marsh plant, 


growing from two to six feet high, | 


with stems fairly stout and streaked 
with purple, bearing pale green 
doubly-compound leaves and many 
flat clusters of very small, green- 
ish-white flowers. 

The root consists of a bunch of 
fleshy, tapering projections attach- 
ed to the root-stocks. This poison- 
ous plant is found in local patches 
throughout the province in the toot- 


; hills and on the prairie, always in 


low, wet, marshy ground. It oc- 
curs along creeks, irrigation ditches, 


‘edges of sloughs and lakes. 


GROWS IN MAY 

The weed begins to grow in May 
and flowers in June; with growth 
continuing through July and Aug- 
ust. The most poisonous parts of 
the plant are the root, stock, but 
the stems also contain poison. The 


poison is deadly and quick-acting. | 
It is dangerous to all livestock, al-/| 


though cattle are more vulnerable 
to it than other animals. 

Grubbing out the roots is the 
most effective method of eliminat- 
ing the weed. 


Stock eating the weed show ef-| 


fects from 30 to 60 minutes after, 
although they may linger for two 
or three days if only a small quant- 
ity is taken. 
FROTHING SYMPTONS 
Symptons are a frothing at the 
mouth, followed later by convul- 
sions, some animals showing great 
distress. Quick action sometimes 
will save the stock. 


A portion of one dram of per- | 


manganate of potassium and one 


diam of aluminum sulphite dis- 
solved in water has had beneficial 
results on cattle 


Large quantities of melted lard, 
raw linseed oil or milk have been 
tried. Chloral hydrate in one ounce 
doses has proved successful, while 
many claim that regular salting of 
livestock considerably eliminates 
the danger

against larkspur, particularly the

SPECKLED TROUT 
FOR COLD LAKE 


Designed as an experiment to im- 
prove fishing conditions generally 
and to provide a fish to take a fly, 


86,220 speckled trout passed through | 


this city on Tuesday from the Banff 
hatchery to Cold Lake, according 
to R. T. Rodd, provincial fisheries 


commissioner. 
The fish were hatched at Banff 


and came through here by train 
under the supervision of M. Martin, 
superintendent of the hatchery at 
that point. 

On arrival here they were trans- 
ferred to trucks and immediately 
set out for Cold Lake. 

Transportation by way of truck 
from here was provided by the Cold 
Lake Board of Trade and the Fish 
and Game Association. They will 


|also supply boats and help for dis- 


tribution at the lake. 
The trout are all of the eastern 
speckled variety, 


Infusion of the new fish into the | 


lake will not interfere with existing 
regulations. The trout spawn a 
the same time as the white and 
other fish now in the lake and this 
will obviate any alteration of exist- 
ing rules for fishing. 


A previous experiment with 


speckled trout, placed in Maligne | 
| Lake, Jasper Park, in 1924 proved 


eminently successful. 

Two years ago some Lochleven 
trout had been placed in Lake 
Wabamun. Several fishermen have 
reported small fry having been seen 
in the lake.

Below are replies to his 


questions 
CLARENCE CAMPBELL, barrister: 
‘As far as the individual is con- 
cerned I believe that what he does 
with his money is no one’s con 
cern but his own. We have en- 
tirely too much legislation to 
protect people against them- 
selves Everyone wants to make 
it but when he loses he cries to 
the government for protection 
“But, with regard to companies 
publicly subscribed capital should 


not be engaged in any kind of 
gambling, and to gamble with 
trust funds is, of course, a breach 


of trust.” 


CHARLES WAMPLER, inspector of 
weights and measures: “I am ab- 
olutely not in favor of gambling 
by business corporations operat- 
ing with publicly subscribed cap- 
ital and certainly trust funds 
should not be used in speculation 
Share capital should be engaged 
in legitimate enterprise, while 
trust funds should be kept se- 
curely in government bonds or 
other sound investments 
“Individuals, | believe, have the 
right to do as they see fit but the 
government should protect them 
to the extent of suppressing wild- 
cat stock flotations.” 


WALTER WARE. (telegraph opera- 
tor: “Stock companies and hold- 
ing trust companies should never 
dabble in the market. The church 
is right in asking the government 
to take steps to make such prac- 
tices illegal. As far as the indi 
vidual is concerned, I believe that 
is entirely up to himself.”

Nine times before the smiling Vancouver Irishman had 
entered the ring to whip a champion—from flyweights to 
lightweights—but last night's triumph was the first to bring 
him titular recognition. 


Crowd Was Amazed 


A crowd of approximately 20,000 amazed men and 
women sat in Wrigley Field, the Los Angeles baseball park, 
and saw Jimmy batter Corbett with two rights and three | 
lefts, all perfect hits, just before the end of the first round. | 
The bout lasted only two minutes and 37 seconds. 

For two minutes Corbett was a champion, confusing |

McLarnin with sharp jabs and at least two jolting blows. | 


McLarnin did his work in the space of a few seconds. 

Corbett’s deceptive southpaw style puzzled his opponent | 
at the outset and Jimmy had done nothing to pave the way 
for his devastating attack when it came. 


Suddenly a terrific McLarnin right hand landed flush 
on Corbett’s jaw. The champion went down. He was not 
badly hurt and intently followed the count as Referee 
George Blake lifted and lowered his hand nine times. He 
took the full nine, shook his head and leaped to his feet. 


From a neutral corner, his smile replaced by a grim look 
of determination, sped McLarnin. As the titleholder lifted 
his hands, a looping left slipped through and, as he stag- 
gered, two more left hooks followed with lightning-like 
rapidity. 

Corbett went down again and McLarnin again trotted 
to a corner. 


| Rose To His Feet 


This time the Fresno lad did not follow the count, but 
instinctively rose to his feet at eight. He was dazen and al- 
most out. As McLarnin charged in, the champion was half 
turned and a right sent him sprawling through the ropes, 
half out of the ring. There was no count. None was needed. 
Everybody knew the bout was over. Blake pushed McLar- 
nin aside and with the same motion of his hand lifted his 
glove, proclaiming the new champion. 


The fight made several records. It was the first time 
Corbett had been knocked out and only his third defeat in 
76 bouts. It was also McLarnin’s first victory over a 
southpaw. He had fought but one—Lou Brouillard, the 


powerful French-Canadian—and lost the decision to him 
last year. 


McLarnin, who has made a fortune in boxing witho
